THK St. Louis filobe-Pernoerat, one of 
the ablest Republican newspapers in 
the country, says (ioveruor Bradley has 
been criticised in 
and oat of Ken- 
tucky for not call- 
ing a special ses- 
sion of the Legisla- 
ture to choose a 
r to Senator Bla< K.M RN. whose 
term expires on March 4th. Iu answer 
to this L.'.lt-inding he points oat the 
important tact that a legal election can- 
not be aeetrtd la that way. The law 
provides that the Legislature chosen 
next preceding the expiration of a 
Senator's term shall, on the mo H 
Tuesday after its meeting and organi- 
zation, proceed to elect his sm-.v-sor, 
and that a vete shall be taken each day 
until an election is accomplished. A 
like provision la made as to a vacancy 
sxisting on the meeting of the Ltfiauv 
tore or occurring during a laartni . 
The Kenucky LegMatnre met last 
January and undertook to perform this 
duty, but failed to reach au election, 
and adjourned sine die. 

Thus, Governor Bradley contends, its 
power iu the case was exhausted, that 
is to say, an election not having been 
effected before adjournment the law 
ceased tu be applicable in that respect 
and there is no authority left for the 
choosing of a Senator nntil a vacancy 
occurs, which will not be nntil Black- 
burn's term expires. Consequently, a 
Senator elected before that time would 
not have a valid claim to the office. 

It is certain that no vacancy now 
exists, either actual or Implied, aa Sena- 
tor Blackbcbs is in Washington per- 
forming the duties and drawing the 
salary of the office. 

There is equal reason to say that the 
failure of the Legislature to elect dur- 
ing the regular session, as directed by 
the law, was equivalent to a forfeiture 
of authority in the case, inasmuch as 
the law makes no provision for any 
s of that sort. To be 
He judge of the 
qualifications of its members and might 
vote to seat a man elected at a special 
session; but in this particular instance, 
the clreu instances forbid expectation of 
such a result. Blackburn'* successor 
is sura to be a Sound Money man, and 
the Free-silver Senators, who constitute 
a majority, would vote solidly against 
his admission for political reasoas. It 
is evident, therefore, that Gevernor 
BrajjliVs coarse in the matter la a 
•Bound and judicious one. aad that be 
does not deserve censure for his refusal 
to aid in bringing about an election 
that would be premature aad unauthor- 
ised. While conceding that "it is of 
vast Importance that Kentucky should 
elect a Senator," he Insists that "it is of 
much greater importance that he should 
to seated after he is elected.'' The 
state has only Itself to blame for the

WILL ACCEPT. 

Sherman to Be Secretary of State 
in McKinley's Cabinet. 



The Senator's Inclinations Were Not 
In This Direction Originally, 



' Castow, O., Jan. 14. — A messagi 
reive, 1 here from Washington Wee 
day night makes it reasonably certain 
that Senator Sherman's present inden- 
tion is to accept the posititon of sec. 
rotary of state, In MaJ. McKinley'e 
oabineU It was Intimated to Senator 
Sherman several daya ago, aa indi- 
cated hi these dispatches, that MaJ. 
McKinley would be glad to know 
whether b,e was Inclined 
accept a cabinet position, 
ator Sherman's inclinationa 1 
not In that, direction originally and 
hia flrat thought was according to 
frlenda here, tha» lie ought to remain 
In the .senate, but after careful consld. 
eration on the subject it seems to him 
that he can, perhaps, be of more aer- 
vice to the country and to hia party at 
the head of the department of state. 
If present arrangement* are not 
changed, and there is nothing to Indi- 
cate they will be, Senator Sherman 
will occupy the leading place in Maj. 
McKlnley's cabinet 

Maj. McKinley had an unusually 
large number -of callers Wednesday. 
Among them was Congressman-elect G 
B. Landia, of Indiana. Said he: "I 
think the republicans will be able to 
hold Indiana, but it will be a matter 
of difllculty to do so, unless there is a 
general and genuine revival of busi- 
ness within the next year and a half. 
The free silver sentiment Is not dead in 
Indiana, and will live as long as times 
are bad. 

"The suggestion of John Sherman 
for secretary of state and Charles Em- 
ory Smith, of Philadelphia, for secre- 
tary of the treasury meets with much 
favor in Indiana, and both appoint- 
ments will be regarded aa strong- and

held. 

At 10:30 the convention waa called tu 
order by Chairman l'atterson, and n 
multitude more of plans for the revis 
Ion of the country's financial system 
waa brought to <he front 

Charles E. Adams, president of the 
Massachusetts state board of trade, of- 
fered a resolution recommending the 
organisation by states of business men 
in order to expedite similar oonven- 
turns in the future. 

E. C. Camp, of Knoxville, Tenn., ad- 
vocated a tariff law sufficient to yield 
'a revenue of 8050.000.uoo and the grad- 
ual retirement of the greenbacks aiut 
other government indebtedness at the 
rate of at least tlOO.OfK) per year. 

Representative C N. Fowler, of New 
Jersey, a member of the DOOM bob. 
mlttee on banking and currency , W*M 
asked to speak. He asserted that ['res- 
ident Cleveland's declaration that the 
last resources of the fOVWnmml 
should be exhausted in the effort to 
sustain the credit of the nation, alone 
stayed the flood that was hurrying the 
country on to a depreciated standard. 

Elbert W. Parry, of Ualesburff, 111., 
offered a resolution declaring it to bt 
the sense of the oonveution that the 
ourrency and banking laws should be 
so amended as to secure, first, an 
elastic currency; second, safety with- 
out a bond issue: third, the security of 
depositors; fourth, protection of stock- 
holders against dishonest officials;

ISrief addresses were made by Jo- 
seph Wharton, of Philadelphia, K. C. 
Camp, of Knoxville, Tenn., and then 
the committee on resolutions, not hav- 
ing fulfilled the expectation of an early 
report, the convention took a recess 
until 4:80 o'clock. 

The convention reconvened at 4:80 
and adopted s declaration of what 
legislation in its opinion is needed up- 
on the subject by a practically unan- 
imous vote. This declaration included 
a demand for the maintenance of the 
gold standard and the retirement of 
the demand obligations of the gov- 
ernment Accompanying this was 
a proposition for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to inves- 
tigate and report by bill or 
otherwise upon the evils and remedies 
of the currency system. This was the 
unanimous conclusion of the commit- 
tee on resolutions, a result that was 
unexpected by the delegates, and the 
recommendations of the committee 
were affirmed by the substantially 
unanimous vote of the convention.

Fiiankfokt, Ky., Jan. 14 — The body 
of Nellie Stepp, the murdered colored 
girl, was found on Washington Crutch 
er's farm Wednesday, by Officer Phy- 
thian, who made the search after se ; 
curing new directions from Murderer 
Taylor Wednesday morning. 

The body was found lying face 
downward in a rivulet of running wa- 
ter, with large stones placed carefully 
on top of it, and would never have 
been discovered had Taylor not con- 
fessed. Coroner Dehoney went at 
once to the scene, summoned a Jury 
and examined all the witnesses. 
The testimony developed the fact 
that the girl had not been seen 
since November 21, instead of Christ- 
mas night, and Taylor was with her 
when last seen, and consequently she 
has been dead 53 days, or else Taylor 
kept her a prisoner several dayB in the 
deserted cabin, where he sometimes 
slept. The body was fairly well pre- 
served, and no cuts or bullet holes 
eon hi be found. She had on no shoes 
or stockings and no garments except 
a shirt waist, a short jacket and 
a badly torn underskirt Her 
corset, shoes and stockings had pre- 
viously been found in the deserted 
cabin by the girl's grandmother, and 
vVedneadaj her skirt and Borne bloody 
bed clothing were found hidden away 
in the cabin.
